It 18 not judgel abarractly,
hut by theresultsa of its ue In s
case against the ilitle devil facta are
abundant, It attacks the very lile of
an unmstured body, going at omes to
nerve ¢evntre? and destroving  enargy,
ambition, sell-control and Aoslly mind
or body, and sometimes both. The
eizaretie must be stopped in 1te march
of deuth.

NorTH CAROLIN2'8 Liw,

In the vear 1891 the Legistature of
shis Siate, seeing the rapyd growth of
the evil ronght to st~p it by law
They accordingly passed the following
which is chapter 676 of the laws of
1891 :

“I¢ shall be unlawf{u! for any persnn,
firm or corporation to sell give away
or otherwise dispose of, directly or
indirectly, cigarettes or tobasco in the
form of cigarettas, or cut tobsceoin any
form orshape whieh may be nsed or
intended to be used ss a substitute for
clgarsties, to any minor under seven-
tesn years of age, and any one violat-
ing she provisions of this act, or any
person or persnns aiding, assistimg or
abetting the violations thereof ahull be
gullty of mirdemeanor, and npon eon-
vietion shail be punished by fine or
imprizonment in tbe discretion of the
oourt.

Apy person who shall axd ur  sssist
any such minor ghild in obtiiaing tne
possession of eigarettes or jtobacov in
any form used as a suostitute thereof,
by whatsoever name it may be ecalled,
shall be guilty nf misdemasnor and
upon eonvistion shall be fined or 1m-
prisoned in the discration ot the court.”

JUDGE BATTLE AGAIST THAM.

Judge Bstile of :he crimnai cours
often took oceasion to charge the grand
jury about the cigarette law quoted
above. The Charlotte: Observer says
of his charge in Charlotte :

“In his charge to the grana jury
yesterday Judge Batte was sexceedimy-
Iy seyere In his denunciation of cigar-
ette smoking. He eaid that no mat-
ter where one traveled these days he
saw small boys, tots, smoking theee
miseiable ecigarettes. ‘The next
geuerasion of our boys,” ba declared,
wiil be degeueiites, merely throuyh
this cause It is the inbalation of the
tobacoo that is hurtful. Blowing cig-
areite emoke tbromgh a handkerchief
leaves a siain or mark of nicouine on
the bandkerchief. Think of this go-
ing through thelunge and effecting
the whole system ! Tha cigarette hab-
it ranks with tha morphine habit I
kaow of two young men, aged 17 and
19 years, whe jived ta wmy ¢ anty wad
who were killed by eligureties. They
swoked exeessiviy and thear dissoliat-
ion waa speedy.’

On this subject the Judge soncluded
his remurks by stating thatit was his
duty to request thatthe law prohibiv
ing the aale of cigarettes tc minors be
rigidly enforeea.”

The enforcement of this law is up
on Mayors, Police offisers, Sherrifis,
Maugistrates and Grand Juries. It is
now almost a dexd letter. The fact
thas itisa iaw makes some men ob-
serve it. Bome observe it through lear
but the evidenes that it is violated
dally in every tiwn in the State 1
seen In the number of minors smok-
iny cigareties. It is us mueb agaiousl
thelaw Lo give eigareties, ur eigareite
tobaseo, asit is 'omell 1s. It tha of-
fleere wiil not entorce she law 1t shuuld
be takenin band by a League for
that purpose, orguanized and on the
lookout for the protestion of the boys.
We call on the offiesrs ot the law w0
enforce ihe statoe withoat the asdis
tanceof sush s Leagyue. They ean do
is. Will tney? “

those under 21 years than by thoe
over that age. The fact thut the law
says 1t is lawlul toseli to a bhoy eich
teen vears of age does nol ma:a il
morully right, for it is reasonably ve--
taim that 1t will injure the boy The
merchants need to awaken cn thixsub-
ject.
